Witch makers have * known, and that 
very frequent, to pawn a Piece of Work al- 
moſt finiſhed for a Crown, which, in two or 
three Days to finiſh it, would have fetched 
thirty or forty Shillings; and by that Means, 
anda conſtant want of Money, hath been made 
incapable to fetch it, till it has, by their Me- 
thod of Right, fallen t the Pawnbroker's 


I have alfo an Account of ſome working 


Men, who could earn at leaft fifteen: Shilling 
fer Week, ſtand ſtill and loiterabout the Streets 


for a Month together, becauſe his Vice and 


Hammers, c. were pawnete for Half-a-Crown.. 
I could bring innumerable Inftances of this Kind, 


but hope theſe may prove ſufficient to my Ad- 


venturers, not to have any Inclination to deal 


that Way; but on the contrary, lend a helping 


Hand to ſappreſs thoſe who do, which will be a
